We have some customers still with us who 
sent their first orders away back in 1888, when our first catalogue was issued. That 
catalogue was nothing but a four-page circular, with an edition of only 500 copies, de- 
voted exclusively to potatoes. From that small beginning our business has steadily 
grown, until now we require an edition of 100,000 80-page catalogues, costing thousands 
of dollars. The postage bill alone on this edition is $2,000, and it requires almost a 
carload of paper. 


Good Seeds and Good Customers Have Made Our Success. We have built up our 
splendid mail order business by giving careful attention to the stock sent out. Quality 
first, then the lowest prices possible, has been our idea. The seedsmen who make low 
prices their first consideration are apt to sacrifice quality sooner or later. ‘‘Cheap 
seeds’’ are the poorest kind of economy. While, however, quality is our first considera- 
tion, we do want to save our friends from paying the unreasonably high prices asked 
by some seed firms. The worst of it is, these high-priced fellows usually live in large 
cities, and could not tell barley from millet if they should see them growing in the field. 


We are farmers, and are right in touch with farmers. Our president and manager 
always lived on a farm until recently; four more of our directors are practical farmers, 
and two only are business men. We are located not in a large city, but in a village of 
less than 1,000 people, right in the midst of the finest farming country and the most 
intelligent farmers to be found anywhere. Our seeds, or a large part of them, are grown 
by these men, under our direct supervision. Some seeds cannot be grown here. We 
submit the proposition that we are in the best possible position to understand the needs 
of farmers in the seed line, and to look after those needs. 


A Word about Our Gold Medal. Several other seedsmen are claiming to have been 
awarded medals. The fact of the matter is, only three seed firms maintained regular 
exhibits at St. Louis throughout the season. Ours was onc of the three, and the other 
two were wholesalers exclusively, with nothing but field seeds; no garden seeds or 
potatoes. Other seedsmen secured medals, but they did it by simply sending in a few 
seeds to be shown in connection with some State exhibit,.and that in many cases for 
only a short time. 


We want to hear from all our old customers, and new friends as well, this year. If 
you have any grievance, let us have it. If you have a word of appreciation, send us 
that. If you sueceed in producing something remarkably fine from our seeds or pota- 
toes, write us about it. Better yet, send a photograph of it. We will gladly pay the 
cost of the photograph, and if we can do so, will use it in our next catalogue. We 
believe in halftone illustrations made direct from photographs, rather than the old- 
style ‘‘made-to-order’’ wood engravings. The halftone shows a thing exactly as it is.

WHITE VICTOR. 


MOST PROFITABLE MAIN-CROP VARIETY YET INTRODUCED. 


White Victor was introduced by us for the first time last year. Our claim for 
it is that it is the most profitable main-crop variety to grow for market thus 
far produced. 

We stated last year that White Victor had outyielded everything here except Pat’s 
Choice. This year we are glad to ke able to say that it has outyielded everything, in- 
cluding Pat’s Choice. No other variety was able to compete with it, with the possible 
exception of one or two new ones in small quantities. One of our growers here, Mr. Fred 
Wobig, had Pat’s Choice and White Victor planted side by side in the same field. Ex- 
tracts from our field notes of this field. taken at different times, read as follows: ‘‘ June 
15. Good stand. Larger than Pat’s Choice. July 13. Probably the largest of all in the 
field. (This field contained Carman No. 3, as well as White Victor and Pats.) Aug. 15. 
Dying, and about through growing. Earlier than Pat’s Choice.’’ It seemed to be about 
a week earlier than Pat’s, and it is also earlier than Carman, Rural and Sir Walter 
Raleigh. This point will prove quite an advantage for it in northern sections, where 
most late varieties are liakle to be cut short by early frosts. 

White Victor is a very handsome potato, just the right shape, a little longer one way 
than the other, has a good thick skin, well netted and russeted, creamy white in color, 
few eyes and shallow, symmetrical in form and quite uniform in size. This uniformity 
of size is a point that is very noticeable. None are too large ordinarily, but there are 
no small ones to speak of. 

Rev. J. Reynard Lawrence, of Massachusetts, tested White Victor last season with a 
lot of other varieties, and he calls special attention to that feature. He writes: 


‘‘White-skinned variety, of splendid table quality and a big yielder. Outyielded all of the 
varieties you sent with it. All salable, not more than half a dozen small potatoes to the bushel. 
Vines rank growers.’’ 

Mr. Lawrence speaks of the rank growth of vines. A most striking characteristic of 
White Victor is its strong vitality and large growth. The stalks are almost as thick as a 
man’s finger, just the kind that indicates that there is ‘‘something doing’’ down under 
them, while the vines are spreading and leafy, completely hiding the ground. Blight 
has a hard job making any headway with such a growth of vines. For a good looker, 
and a big yielder and a money-maker, we recommend White Victor as ahead of every- 
thing to date. Get started with it this year. Our price is very reasonable for so valu- 
able a variety. Last vear it was $9.00 a barrel.

We introduced this potato in 1904 as a suecessor to Early Rose. We named it 
after the originator, Mr. E. L. Roser, of Ohio. We also considered this an ap- 
propriate name because better than Early Rose. Early Rose was long considered 
the best early potato in cultivation, but it finally had to be discarded. Here is 
something equal to Early Rose at its best and a heavier yielder. We do not think it is 
quite as early as Early Rose, but otherwise it is about the same. This is its history: 


In 1901 Mr. Roser mailed us two small tubers for testing. After testing the potatoes carefully 
two seasons we were so well satisfied that we bought the entire stock, which was only about 10 
bushels, with exclusive rights. Mr. Roser says: 

‘*T cannot tell from what variety it is a seedling. I save seed of my own and buy some, but I sow 
all together and set out the strongest plants. It is a seedling of °98 and has yielded well every season. 
Last year it yielded as well as Carman No. 1 and Seneca Beauty. It grows a heavy stalk, which stands 
a great deal of dry weather. I never tested a potato of finer texture, and it is as mealy a potato as it 
can be and not fall to pieces while cooking. I believe it will become valuable, as it has quality good 
enough for any person, and it will succeed on a light soil as well as any other variety of equal quality.’’ 

Mr. Roser emphasizes the fine quality and texture of the potato, and our experience 
confirms what he says, but the thing we have noticed most is its tremendously strong 
growth and heavy yielding qualities. For three years it has outyielded all other earlies 
in this section. It does not seem to blight as other earlies do, but keeps right on with its 
strong, healthy growth until the vines die naturally. 

We are very fortunate in having a large supply of Harly Rosers to offer this year. 
The stock is very fine indeed, smooth, clean, bright and of beautiful appearance. They 
were all grown on sandy soil in the famous potato country of the Wisconsin River Valley 
in Central Wisconsin, where our Wis. Valley Acme were grown (see page 18). The il- 
lustration above shows the stock just as it looked when received here last fall. We know 
they will please every one who orders them. Remember, Early Roser is different in 
shape and _ style from 
any other variety we of- 
fer, and it is the only 
variety of Early Rose 
type we know of that 
will really succeed in 
the West.

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EUREKA EXTRA EARLY. 


A famous extra early, introduced in 1902 at high prices by two big Eastern seeds- 
men, Burpee and Maule. It is of handsome appearance, tubers nearly round, pure white 
in color, with smooth skin and few eyes. Our photograph above well represents itex Zhe 
type it seems to be distinct from anything else. It is earlier than Early Ohio and Acme. 
Does not really belong to that family at all. We have found it nearly as early as Bliss 
Triumph, the standard for extra early, but it grows a larger and stronger vine and yields 
much better, and for appearance it has Triumph beat a mile. Eureka has a very pretty 
light pink blossom, but there is no pink shade at all about the eyes of the potato, and 
the skin is a pure, transparent white all over. The quality is good, specially so for an 
extra early, but by no means equal to Early Roser. 3 : 

The strongest and most valuakle feature about Eureka, next to its extreme earliness, 
is its yielding qualities. With our growers here last season, it outyielded Early Ohio, 
Acme, Six Weeks and White Ohio, and was earlier than any of them. It does not have 
quite as shallow eyes as those varieties, and we do not think the quality is quite as 


good, but all the same it is liable to knock them all out as a profitable first early mar- 
ket variety.

An extra early, introduced last year by J. M. Thorburn & Co., original introducers of Beauty of 
Hebron, Rural New Yorker and Carman Nos. 1 and 3. This is what they say of it: ; : ‘ 

‘It is the earliest potato ever grown. It is handsomer in appearance and more uniform in size 
and shape than any other variety. 

‘Its table quality is superb, and it keeps 
longer than any other sort, early or late. 

‘Tt is the best all-round potato in exist- 
ence.’’ 

The introducers quote such authorities 
as E. L. Coy, C. L. Allen and E. Stanley 
Brown in support of the above claims. Mr. 
Coy says it is the earliest potato of which 
he has any knowledge, except one or twa 
dwarf varieties of inferior productiveness. 
The color of Noroton Beauty is white, 
slightly rusted, and splashed more or less 
with pink. It grows a rather small, squatty 
vine, with broad, light green leaves and 
pink blossoms. Its manner of growth is 
similar to that of Triumph, vines very bushy 
and compact. Although the yield with us 
was not very satisfactory last season, for 
early ripening it is easily way ahead of 
everything else. One of our growers had 
Noroton Beauty planted next to Eureka Ex- 
tra Early, our next earliest variety, and we 
found that it actually ripened its crop and 
died down fully two weeks ahead of Eureka. 

We recommend it as the earliest of any- 
thing yet introduced, but suggest that it al- 
ways be given rich soil and high culture, = 
and treated carefully for blight. Our price 
this year is certainly very reasonable, com- 
pared with last year’s price, $24 per bushel.

Introduced by us in 1903, as representing the best in quality. Vornehm is a 
German word meaning delicious, fine, aristocratic, in the front rank. For a 
fancy table potato, something a little better than anything else, it is the variety 
that we recommend above all others. Its history in brief is as follows: 

Some years ago Charles Goy, an educated Swiss gardener, brought a lot ot potato seed balls from 
Switzerland. The first year one hill attracted his attention by its very large growth and by the russet 
skin and very fine quality of the tubers. After the third year this one outyielded all other varieties 


every year. Mr. Goy had Freeman, Burbanks, Bovee, Early Ohio, Early Rose, Six Weeks, Sunrise and 
others, and he says the new one outyielded them all and was much the best in quality. 


Vornehm much resembles the old Snowflake. It has the same creamy white skin and 
thick netting, with the peculiar rich, nutty flavor belonging to that variety. 

Another thing, owing to the very shallow eyes and symmetrical shape, there is no 
waste in paring. Notice our illustration, which is a photograph of a peck of Vornehms, 
just as we have them from one of our growers. Note the smooth, regular outline and the 
very desirable shape and size. These are special characteristics of this variety. For a 
general-purpose potato, or for a home-use, family variety, no better selection can be 
made. As to productiveness, it nearly equals the great, heavy-yielding late varieties. 
It does not grow quite as large as some varieties, but there are more potatoes in a hill, 
often aS many as 12 or 15 good-sized tubers, and it has yielded nearly 300 bushels per 
acre on just fairly good soil, ordinary field culture. In season, Vornehm is about me- 
dium. Some of our customers ¢all it early.

Introduced last year by an Eastern seed house as a ‘‘blight-proof,’’ ‘‘rot-proof,’’ 
heavy-yielding, main-crop variety. Snowball is a pure white, round to oblong, hand- 
some-looking potato, of excellent quality, cooking up dry, white and flaky. The vines 
are upright, bushy, and very strong and stocky, with light green leaves and white blos- 
soms. Seed that we secured last spring direct from the introducers made a perfect 
stand, with a very heavy, strong, healthy growth, completely hiding the ground from 
sight. There was no blight, and nothing outyielded it except perhaps White Victor. 
We are very favorably impressed with it, and heartily recommend it.

It came 
from seed balls of the heaviest-yielding main- 
crop potatoes of modern times, Sir Walter Raleigh 
and Carman No. 3, although it is slightly dif- 
ferent from those varieties in style and manner 
of growth. A yield record of 500 bushels per 
acre is claimed for it. We find it a good one, and 
consider it a valuable acquisition.

This grows the largest of anything on our list. 
It comes from the same people as the Ionia Seed- 
ling and was introduced at the same time. It is 
a seedling of Early Rose, but is not like it ex- 
cept in color. Tubers are broad and flattened and 
very large, usually but few in a hill. Although 
of such large size, however, we find them of good 
quality, the flesh being pure white and cooking 
up dry and mealy. Vines are immense, strong 
and healthy, a big yielder of big potatoes. Fine 
for a show variety. Season, medium.

We offer this corn for 1906 as not only 
the largest extra early, but the best 
all-round corn for nearly the whole of 
é. Wisconsin, the northern edge of [Illi- 
nois, Northern Iowa, and for Minnesota and the ji 
Dakotas, so far as dent corn can be grown in 
those States at all. It is decidedly a 90-day corn, |= 
as early as Pride of the North, and much larger. |B 
The ears average 8 to 9 inches in length, are 
very symmetrical in shape, with good tips, al- 
ways well filled out, and with 16 to 20 rows of 
corn each. Kernels are set very compactly on 
the cob, something like Reid’s Yellow Dent, gen- 
erally smooth on the outer ends, but of unusual 
length for a smooth corn. Color of the corn is 
a uniformly bright golden yellow. Our artist 
has represented the color and shape of ear quite 
well on our front cover, which was drawn and 
painted from the photograph on this page, and 
from an actual specimen. 

As a yielder, Murdock is way up. Almost equal, 
in fact, to Reid’s Yellow Dent and other big 
yielders. Why, our growers here reported yields 
of 2 to 2% tons per acre right along this last 
season, on just ordinary land. It was the earliest 
of all varieties here, and about equal in yield to 
any. All our farmers are after seed of Murdock 
for their next year’s planting. 

We do not offer Murdock Yellow Dent as a 
strictly new variety, and that is just one reason 
why it is so valuable. Corn is different from po- 
tatoes. Our best varieties of corn are those that 
have been grown a long term of years in one 
locality and improved through selection. That is 
just what has been done with Murdock. It is 
better known as Wisconsin Yellow Dent, and un- 
der that name has been grown right here in Wis- 
consin for a long time, until now the type is 
thoroughly established. We recommend it with- 
out any reservation to all up-to-date farmers who 
want a Strictly early corn of uniform type and 
color that can.be depended on to yield well. We 
emphasize the word ‘‘early.’’ It is easy enough 
to call a corn early, and in fact it is customary 
with many seedsmen to describe everything as 
early.

Our form of contract provides that the farmer shall faithfully and properly care 
for the crop to the best of his ability, use precaution in handling to guard against 
the mixing of different varieties, make it a point to dig and handle the crop at such a 
time and in such a way as to have the potatoes as clean and dry as possible, and in most 
eases deliver only the merchantable product, the minimum weight of tubers to be 24 
ounces, and no prongy, scabby or ill-shaped tubers to be allowed. We are very particular 
about the matter of sorting. No firm is more so. If the sorting has not been properly 
done. we go all over them again here in the warehouse.
